skipper of the Yugoslav team may soon disappear from 
the game completely. 


N a match played against Hakoah 
at Olympic Park three weeks 
ago, Peter met with his Waterloo 
when he sustained a fractured 
shin bone on his left leg. 


Tf this is so, Soccer in this State 
must suffer a great loss. Not only 
his own Club, J.U.S.T., but also 
the State team that he served so 
often and so well. 

With the background of first- 
class Soccer in Yugoslavia and 
Europe, Peter took very little time 
to hit the headlines after his ar- 
rival in Australia. 

Soccer followers in Victoria who 
have over the last seven years wit- 
nessed some of his splendid per- 
formances, probably find it hard to 
visualise just how good he must 
have been back home, for Peter 
was past his prime when he ar- 
rived here in 1950.

Captaining and playing for 
J.U.S.£. since its formation, he has 


won many friends and supporters» 


not only amongst his countrymen, 


but among people all over Vic- 
toria, who enjoyed, like himself, 
the society of the round ball. 


Although J.U.S.T. was the only 
Club for whom Vidovie has played, 
he was wanted by all Victorian 
Clubs. And on many occasions all 
the First Division Clubs had -their 
chance to regret that they did not 
have his services. 


Highlight of his Australian 
career was his game against the 
visiting Austrians, when he played 
centre-forward for an Australian 
Eleven against “Rapid S.C.” 


Be that as it may, Peter Vidovie’s 
retirement from Soccer will be 
sorely missed by all Soccer players 
and spectators alike. 


Let us only hope that his pro- 
posed retirement is prompted 
merely by the fact of his terrible 
non-playing misfortune at present, 
and that in a not-so-distant future 
we may see Peter do his part for 
the further advancement of the 
round ball code in this State. 


For we can most sincerely say 
we haven’t seen enough of this 
gallant player yet.

IR,—In spite of the theatrical

By overlooking fouls. com- 
mitted early in the match, and then 
heavily penalising a player later 
for the same foul, a referee only 
antagonises both players and spec- 


- tators. 


During the 1957 season, I de- 
plored the demonstrations of spec- 
tators on many occasions, but can 
only foresee a recurrence of these 
demonstrations with refereeing 
such as we witnessed on April 5. 
This would seem rather a pity be- 


cause I don’t think anyone really 


enjoys these fiascos, so let us hope 
that this instance will be the first
